It Must Be Done. 


It is to be hoped that the City Coun- 
cil will not allow the apparently ever- 
lasting complications arising from the 
discussion of police department af- 
fairs to entirely detract their attention 
from the.important subject of the con- 
struction of a complete sewerage sys- 
tem for Los Angeles. The continual 
tearing up of our streets which is going 
on, in addition to the largé amount of 
building and grading, produces a filthy 
condition of the city, which is far from

season, andthe danger therefrom is 
much aggravated by the lack of a 
thorough sewerage system. 

The question of sewerage is not a 
popular one with the masses. There 
is nothing in it that arouses the inter- 
est of the unthinking public, as do such 
questions as public buildings, new rail- 
roads, big hotels, or similar improve- 
ments, which, while desirable enough 
in their way, are far less important 
than that of sewerage. The latterisa 
great problem for any city, and more 
especially for one which has a reputa- 
tion to maintain as a health re- 
sort. In the comparison which new 
arrivals make between Los Angeles 
and the numerous places in Southern 
California that are making vigorous 
efforts to attract settlers and visiters; 


system will decide many who are 
wavering in their choice. Not alone 
this, but we have now close upon 70,000 
residents in the city, whose health and 
safety demand the attention of the 
City Government prior to all other 
questions of municipal improvement. 

The longer this matter is postponed 
the mure difficult will its accomplish- 
ment become. The question of expense 
does not—or should not—play any fig- 
ure in the discussion, except that no 
wasteful expenditure should be per- 
mitted. Itisaprime necessity, upon 
the advisability of the immediate com- 
mencement and early completion of 
which our citizens are practically a unit 
in opinion. 

Let us have a complete sewerage 
system, without any more delay than is 
absolutely necessary. 


A Cruel Practice. — 


From time to time a protest has ap- 
peared from humane persons against 
the barbarous system of using the 
“over-check”’ on horses. The Ameri- 
can Humane Society has now entered 
upon acrusade against that implement 
of torture, which action on their part 
will have the effect of bringing the 
matter prominently before the public. 

This practice, which was at first 
applied only to blood horses, but is now 
seen on nearly all animals in harness, 
adds ‘nothing to the beauty of the 
horse, while it detracts very seriously 
from its usefulness and entails upon 
ita vast amount of unnecessary dis- 
comfort and torture. No animal can 
exert its full strength while its head is 
cramped upin an unnatural position 
by one of these checks. Let one of 
our readers try to draw a cart with his 
head fastened up in this position and 
he will see how itis. The chafing and 
puwing of high-bred carriage horses, 
under the restraint of the check, is 
often attributed to their mettle, but is 
simply caused by the efforts of the 
noble animals to free themselves from 
a painful torture. 

Senator Stanford has discontinued 
the use of the ‘‘overcheck”’ in his sta- 
bles at Menlo Park, with obviously 
beneficial results. It is to be hoped 
that his example may be generally fol- 
lowed on the coast, where the practice 
is very prevalent. Many persons 
undoubtedly fetter their horses in this 
manner from habit, without having 
ever given any thought to the evils ofa 
practice which they will be ready to 
abandon as soon as they see the matter 
in its true light.

SINGULAR SUIT. 


A Panama Canal Oovntractor Charges 
Partner with Euchering 
Him—Millions Involved 
in the Case. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
San Francisco, March 1.—[Special.] 
Testimony is now being taken in this city, 


relating to the suit of Prosper Huerne |’ 


against the American Contracting and 
Dredging Company and H. B. and M. A. 
Slaven, now pending in the Federal courts 
of New York. ‘This company has done the 
greatest part of :the work on the Panama 
Canal, and H. B. Slaven is at present the 
chief stockholder. . The plaintiff is a civil 
engineer and an old man. He alleges the 
following: He became acquainted in his 
youth with the celebrated Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, then a fellow-engineer in France. 
When De Lesseps visited this city in 1880, 
he spent considerable time with Huerne, 
and gave him a contract to build the bar- 
racks for the workingmen on the Isthmus, 
and a contract to dredge 6,000,000 cubic 
meters at 32 cents per meter, and he also 
promised that other contracts would be 
forthcoming. Huerne a‘ once formed a 
stock company, and lated with him 
Henry Lynch, then a mechanical engineer, 
and H. B.and M. A. Slaven, all of this 
city. The agreement, it is affirmed, be- 
tween these parties, was that each should 
have one-quarter interest in the concern. 
Huerne transferred his contract to the com- 


pany. 
The Slavens shortly after this went east 
to raise capital. They interested several 
persons in the work, W. R. Grace, then 
Mayor of New York, taking a large siice of 


the stock. On their return they infermed 
Huegne that it was impossible to place much 
stock without giving away considerable, 


and no one would buy while they held so 
much. Accordingly, after much pursuasion, 
Huerne was prevailed upon to give up his 
shares and reserve only 1000. An agree- 
ment to that effect was drawn up and read 
to Huerne, but the charge is made that the 
original agreement read to him was made 
away with and another substituted which 
he signed without reading. The new agree- 
ment was an absolute transfer of all interest 
in the company to H. B. and M. A. Slaven, 
reserving for himself only the dividends 
which should be declared on 1000 shares. 
At first it was very difficult to place the 
stock, and several large blocks were given 
away, but when work began and the first 
dividend was declared, the stock boomed 
far above par, and over $200 in dividends 
had already been declared on each share. 
The company has freally been the only 
successful one on. the Isthmus, and has 
cleared several million dollars in dividends. 
After Huerne discovered that he was left 
without any stock in the concern which he 
himself established, he consulted attorneys, 
and through them an offer of a compromise 
for a very large sum was made, but this he 
declined, and then instituted this suit, in 
which he asks that the original 5000 shares 
which he possessed dé transferred from the 
name of Slaven Bros., in which they now 
stand, and be placed to his credit, and that 
he be given dividends on all the stock since 
the issuance, From this it will be seen 
that the suit involves several million dollars. 
W. W. Britton, now an attorney-at-law 
in this city, but formerly of New York city, 
is well acquainted with the history of the 
Slavens’ early efforts to sell the stock. It 
was very much desired by H. B. Slaven 
that. Mayor Grace should take some stock, 
and he agreed with two young men in 


Grace’s office that if they would do what |. 


they could for the scheme, he would give 
them 750 shares. They accepted the agree- 
ment and Grace & Co. eventually took a 
large number of shares. When the young 
men demanded their stock from Slaven he 
absolutely repudiated the agreement, and 
only on threats of a suit, and after months 
of waiting and arbitrating between the 
lawyers a compromisé was effected, Slaven 
giving them $75,000 in cash. This incident 
shows how rapid was the rise of the stock 
in value.

ANOTHER STRIKE. 


Freight Conductors and Brakemen 
on the Atiantic and Pacific Quit 
Work—The Road Prac- 
tically Tied Up.

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.), March 1.—[By 
All freight con- 
ductors and brakemen on the Atlantic and 
Pacific road went out on a strike last night. 
The new superintendent wanted to reduce 
Wages nearly one haif, which the men 
would not stand. Freight trains arriving 
here are abandoned, but everything is quiet. 
lt is understood that the engineers offerea 
to join the strike if the other men wished 
it so, but they refused. Everything in the 
freight line is at a deadlock. 

The strike of conductors and brakemen 
on the Atlantic and Pacific road is complete 
throughout the entire line, and business on 


the road is virtually suspended. West- 
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bound ngers coming to Albuquerque 
are sent to California around by the South- 
ern Pacific. The road is making an effort 
to fill the places of the strikers with raw 
men, but the effort so far is not very suc- 
cess The strikers are perfectly quie 
orderly and no demonstration of any kin 
been made to indicate any disposition 
to resort to violence. The strike affects 
about 700 men, a majority of whom are 


THE STRIKERS’ SIDE. 

The trouble between the conductors and 
brakemen and the road, as given by the 
strikers, is as follows: ‘‘We, like the men 
on ail other roads, are paid a certain 
amount per mile. Our new superintendent, 
who reeently arrived from Georgia, issued 
an order compelling us to do an extra 
amount of yard work for which we receive 
no compensation, thereby preventing us 
from earning what we consider fair wages. 
When our committee remonstrated with 
him and asked him to rescind the order, he 
refused to do so, and replied that he could 
procure plenty of men in Georgia who 
would work fer #45 per month, and if 
necessary he could run his trains with ne- 
groes. After becoming satisfied that we 
were not receiving proper treatment and 
had no redress, we concluded to go out.”’

WASHINGTON (D. C.), March 1.—[By the 
Associated Press.} Senate.—The resolution 
reported yesterday by Mr. Sherman from 
the Committee on Foreign Relations re- 
questing the President to negotiate a treaty 
with the Emperor of China, containing a 
provision that no Chinese laborer shall en- 
ter the United States, was taken up for con- 
sideration. 

. Mr. Morgan favored the resolution. 

Mr. Sherman said that whatever differ- 
ences of opinion there had been in the Sen- 
ate or country in regard to the restriction 
of Chinese immigration, the time had come 
when, he believed, the general sentiment of 
the people was that the law on the subject 
should be fairly enforced, and’ that the Chi- 
nese laborer should be exciuded from this 
country, because he would not adapt him- 
self to its civilization. That feeling had 
been most strongly expressed before the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs by the Sen- 
ators and Representatives from the Pacific 


was ofthe opinion that the exclusion of 
Chinese laborers should be effectually car- 
ried out. The resolution was calcula 
fortify the Administration ip its effort to 
obtain the desired treaty. 

Mr. Stewart expr his tification at 
hearing from the Senator from Alabama 
(Mr. Morgan) that the State Department 
was already engaged in negotiating a treaty 
with China. He had no doubt that the ex- 
pression of. opinion.of the Senate in the 
adoptioa of the resolution would give the 
Chinese Government to understand the de- 
termination of his country to exciude 
Chinese laborers altogether.

He suggested 
(reverting to the pension question) that as 
the weaitu of the country was protected 
by the exertion of soldiers, the Senaturs on 
the other side, many of whom were mull- 
jouaires, should meet the expenditure for 
pensions by an income tax.

The special dispatch to the Union from 
the rp A Mexico regaraing the claim of 
Maria Burton to the Ensenada grant in 
Lower California will -doubtless a sur- 
prise to many le, but it is also liable to 
prove misleading as to the final effect of 
the action of the Mexican Board of Public 
Works.
